Extraordinary euills are either perſecution inflicted vp- 
on the godly by the wicked: or wrongs which are done by 
en of the world for malice or couetouſnes, or meerly out 
ofa niſchieuous diſpoſition ; or calamiries, which can bee 
impure directly to no fecond caule, but to Gods own hand. 
ow concerning all theſe kinds of euill, comprehen- 
ded vnder the word Tribulation, the Apoſtle ſpeaking by 
inſpiration , commaunds vs to bee patient, The word 
amlulior is, tranſlated patience, ſignifies, Quietly abiding 
vnder: And we may be ſaid quietly to abide vnderany tri» 
bulation, when we neither frer, nor doe any thing againſt 
godlineſſe, or any part of Gods Word; but walke in our

And ſo muſt wee 
indure all tribulation with a quiet mind: a quiet mind is 
the principall thing in the definition of Patience, giuen 
both by philoſophers and Diuines. Tul ſayes, Patientia 
eſt virtas m adver ſitatis impet as equanimiter portant: Pa- 
tience is a vertue which ſuffers all aduerſitie with a quiet 
mind. Aug. Patientia oft virtue qua mala <quo g to- | 
e. Patience is a vertue whereby we ſuffer euills wich 
an equall mind: which Thema Aquinas expounds thus.

E. 1,4, 51364 
uills,that is to ſay Croſſes z with an equall minde, that is, E 
without trouble of mind. Now whereas he ſayes by euils, | 
we muſt vnderſtand only aduerſities or croſſes, tis euident 
tis no true patience, when a man ſuffers the euill of fin in 
himſelſe or others with a quiet mind. Saint Bernard ſaycs 
well, vera patientia eſt pati contra * libeat, non prater quod Ad hegen 
liceat, T 1s true patience to ſuffer againſt our will, not a» 

gainſt godlineſſe. They therefore are greatly to bee bla- 
med which ſuffer themſelues to bee drawne into any lin; 
as drunkenneſſe or whoredome by leud companions, bee 
they neuer ſo great. 
Apaine, whereas tis ſaid that, to the making vp of true 
patience, there is required a quiet mind, void of perturba- 
tion; it ſeemes tis the Lords will that we voluntarily ſub- 
mit our ſelues vnto affliction. Patience perforce is no pa- 
tience: if wee ſuffer murmuringly and with grudging, 
though we ſuffer neuer ſo much, tis nothing worth. 
Neither yet let any — — that wee are * called to 
ſuch a kind of voluntary ſuffering, that we ſhould run in- 
to affliction, and of our owne accord enter into temptati- 
on. Twas ſenceleſſy done by Baal:Priefts to launce — 
ſe lues; And the Romaniſts cannot without ſinne imitate 
them, whiles they whip themſelues, and goe in haires 
cloth, and lye on the ground: b requires this at their 
band: We mult quietly vndergo any atfliction that is caſt 
vpon vs: wee muſt not voluntarily ruſh into any tribu- 
lation. N 
By this which hath beene ſaid, tis eaſie to gather the 
Doctrine ot this Text, and tis this: All Chriſtians muſt, 
with a quiet and godly in nd, beare all croſſes and aſflicti- 
ons that befall them thorough the whole courle of their 
life. There is no one dutie wherunto we are ofrner called 
in Scripture, then vnto Patience; and no maruell: For 
there is no vertue more neceſſary then patience, none 
more excellent. Saint Anguſtine in his Booke of pati-

ence, Cap. 1. calls it, Magnum

bulatiof bath beene the lot of the righteous in all ages. 
The firſt Saint, Abel, leaſt he ſhould want trouble, was aſ- 
ſaulted by his owne brother Cain, How was Noab trou- 
bled wich the wicked world? Who knowes not the tribu- 
lation of Alrabam, Iſaac, and Jacob, and of all their poſteri- 
tie in Egypt, in the Wilderneſſe, in the Land of Canaan, 
and in Babylon? *. F 
Deſcend lower and. obſerue the life of Chriſt and his 
followers,and yee ſhall find it full of manifold tribulation; 


what tongue can tell che tribulation of the Primitiue 


Church, andthe Chriſtians in all Ages ſince? Yea Pau 
ſetsit downe as a Law that ſhall not bee broken, That, aff 
that will liue godly in Chriſt Jeſus ſball ſuffer perſecution, 2 Tis 
wothy 3. 12. x 
Obel. The Church hath often and long beenefree 
from tribulation z as whilcs /oſeph lived in Egypt: In the 
time of Dauid and Salomon: And tis written, Ad. 9. 31, 
Then had the Churches reſt throughout all Indea , and Galile, 
and Samaria. So alſo tis recorded in Conſtantines time, and 
in the dayes of diuers other Chriſtian Emperours the 
Church had much peace. | 

And how can we forget the wonderfull peace and free- 
dome which our one Church hath enioyed in the reign 
of our late bleſſed Queene Elizabeth, and our late Soue- 
raigne Lord King James ? 

Anſw, IT hongh the Church and people of God, haue

teſtißjes, Gal. 4. 29. As be that was borne aſter the fliſh, perſecu- 
ted him that was borne after theſpirity ſo is it now: and ſo hath. 
it beene euer. ſince; and ſo it is now, and ſo ſhall it be vn- 
till the diſſolution of all things: Al that will line godly in 
Chriſt leſus ſhall ſuffer perſerution. | ; | 
They ſhall not alwayes be baniſhed, impriſoned, wrac- 
ked, rormented, burnt, &c. But they ſhall-bee alwayes ha- 
ted, xeproched, reuiled, ſlandred, nicknamed, derided, made 
laughing ſtocks, and table talke, and muſick for drunkards 
. wantons, and ſwearing ſwaggerers, and cuery idle, xio- 
tous, and vnthriftie companion. The mouth of the Lord 
hath aid it, Eſay 39. 15. He that dipartetb from exill mabeth 
himſelſe a prey; that is to ſay, Hee makes himſelfe a ſcorne 
and deriſion to all that are round about him: which are 
not reſolued to deny vngodlineſſe and worldly luſts, and 
to liue ſoberly , righteouſiy, and godly. in this preſent 
world. Sheep among wolues can haue no reſt: No more 
can the children of God among the children of this world. 
Tis worthily obſerued by Saint Aaguſtine, in Pſal. 55. Vet: 
quam deerit perſecutis Chriſtiano: ſi ergo pro Chriſto preſſuram 
non dum pateris, vide me pie in Chriſto viuere non dum caperis« 
Perſecution ſhall neuer be wanting to a Chriſtian; it ther- 
fore as yet thou ſuffereſt uo tribulation for Chxiſts ſake, 
ſuſpect tliy ſelfe that thou haſt not yet begun co live god- 
ly in Chriſt Ieſus. It thou liue ſo. priuately that none . 
broad take notice of thee: yet if thou walke with Gotly 
with an vpright heart, che Deuil will raiſe vp (ome {tori 
againſt thee in thine owne Family Thou ſhalt be ſure to 
find, either a mocking Cham, ora rebellious. Ab/olon,. or à

we be able to keepe faith and our holy profeſſion, if we be 


not heartned with patience and quiet mindes to beare all

tribulation ? 
The want of this Grace of Patience hath beene the 
cauſe, why many (who made a good profcſfion)when per- 
ſecution, or ſome other tribulation aroſe, haue ſtarted 
backe and behaued themſelues like meere worldlings. 
VVherfore leaſt any of vt in time ot tribulation ſhould tall 
away, and giue vp all that wee haue heard,likethe hearcrs 
which are compared to the ſtony ground, Labę 8.13. Let 
vs even now whiles'it is called to day, begin to vſe the 
beſt meanes that we can to ſettle our ſoules in patience.

Tre haus not becenſe yer al not, Many ſurely 
haue not patience in tribulation, becauſe they are not ears 
neſt in prayer: wherefore, if wee affect this great and rare 
gift of patience, let vs be inſtant in prayer. Euery Booke 
is full of the commendation of prayer; but he chat would 
reape any benefit by prayer, muſt reſolue with himſelfe 
to enter into a ſet courſe of prayer, as Dauid and Danicl 
did, and continually vpon euery occaſion lift vp his heart 
vnto God, and be very thankfull for the leaſt fauour, : 
The ſecond meanes is humbleneſſe of mind. If chou 
wouldſt bee eee. in tribulation thou muſt labour for 
Humilitie, which is the ground- worke of all Grace. God 


giues Grave to the humble, faith Iamet and Peter. He which 


is of an humble Spirit, hath that within him, which will 
quench the furious paſſion of impatience, as ſoone as it 
beg ins to burne out. | 
lf thou haſt cauſe of griete or vexation giuen thee bya 
froward wife, a ſtrange husband, a rebellious child,a difſos 
lute ſeruant, an vniuſt or foule- mouthed neighbour, a 
faitbleſſe friend, or a cruell enemy; thy humble ſpitit will 
tell thee, that thou haſt behaued thy ſelſe more vnto wird- 
towards thy heauenly Father: and if he ſtrike rhee with 
kneſſe, with want, or any other calamitie; if hee take 
from thee thy children, thy friends, thy wealth, thy Ho- 
nour If thou haſt an humble minde; it will tell thee this, 
It is Gods great mercy that thou thy ſelfe art not con- 
founded and caſt into hell.

The third meanes to worke patience, is the ioynt exe * 
ciſe of Faith, Hope, and a good Conſcience. Hee that hy 
faich laies hold on the forgiueneſſe of fin, and reconcilia. 
tion with God by the bloud of Chriſt: And withall by the 
eye of hope entreth within the vayle, and beholdeth the gle. 
ry prepared: This man ſhall bee able quietly, . conſtanely, | 
and patiently to indure all croſſes, afflictions and tribulati- 
on, which God, the Deuill, and all the world can lay vpon 
him; eſpecially if hee ioyne vnto faith and hope a god 
conſcience. For the cabbinet to lay vp, the jewells of faith 
and hope in, that they may ſtand vs in ſtead at euery aſs 
ſault, is a good conſcience. Faith indeed firſt breeds a good 
conſcience, and then a good conſcience doth (as it were) 
nouriſh faith; ſo that hee which ſtickes not to make ſhip» 
| wracke of a good conſcience, will quickly fall away ſrom 
| faith, and then euery tribulation will make him impa- 
| tient. | 
This threefold cord of faith, hope, and a good conſci- 
| ence, is that which hererofore hath kept the Saints and 
Martyrs conſtant and patient in all their afflictions. They 
were put vpon troubles and tribulation, intolerable inhu- 
mane iudg ement; yet were they more then conquerours 
through faith, hope, and a 3 conſcience. Becauſe they - 
* their ſinnes were forgiuen, and in the courſe of 
lobrietie, righteouſneſſe and godlineſſe, waited for the 
bleſſed hepe and glorious appearing of their Sauiouy 
Chriſt,nochin could daſh them out 2 countenance. | 
Wouldeſt thou bee patient in tribulation ? then muſt 
thou doe as thou heareſt the Saints haue done. Thou 
muſt firſt beleeue, according to the tenour of the Goſpel,

but if thou reſolueſt in all things to walke honeſtly, what · 
ſoeuer it coſt thee, thou ſhalt be able to beare with a quiet 
mind whatſocuer befallthee. 430 
The fourth meanes to cauſe patience, is toſct thy ſelſe 


to indure hardneſſe as 2 good Souldier ot Ieſus Chriſt, 
2 Tim.2.3.

The fifth meanes of patience , is to enter into ſcrion

The principall meditations wherewith our hearts may 
be taken vp, are foure, Firſt, that all cribulation comes from 
God, Secondly, that in all tribulation he deales wiſely and 
louingly.Thirdly,that he ſends tribulation for ſome good 
end. Fourthly, that he is ready alwayes to afford helpe for 
the preſent, and to deliuer in fit ſeaſon. All theſe well 
weighed are able make vs patient in any tribulation.

reat tribulation behaues himlielfe, onely vpon this conſis 
eration , that it was the Lords doing, Pſalm. 39. . I 
dumbe, and opened not my month, becauſe thou diaſt it. Here 
yee ſee Dauid protelles hee was ſilent in affliction, becauſe 
hee * it was Gods doing. Nothing is more for- 
cible to repreſſe the violence of griefe in the day of trou- 


ble, then to call to mind that wee haue to doe, not with 


mortall men, but with the Almighty and euerliuing 
God. For how comes it to paſſe that the greater part of 
the world is onertaken with impatience, when trouble 
lights vpon themzbur becauſe they doe not recount, that 
they wrangle and brawle with God himſelfe? Therefore, 
whiles ſome caſt their croſſes and afflictions vpon fortune 
ſome impute them to the malice or cruelty ot this or that 
man, ſome aſcribe them to one cauſe, and ſome vnto an- 

other,

mind. And ſo accordingly let vs know, that in any aſ- 
fliction that befalls vs at any time, this is the principal 
worke of faith, to humble vs vnder Gods hand, and make 
vs reſt in his doing with ſilence, as Saint Peter cou 
Ch. 1.5.6, Hwmble your ſelnes under the mightic band of God. 
Belides (as Ca/nine notes) which is the ſecond Medita· 
tion, it muſt be obſerued that men do then ſubiect them 
ſelues , to God in tribulation with quiet and patient 
mindes, when they are perſwaded that, as God doth all, ſo 
he doth it as a wiſe Iudge and louing Father. For many 
wicked men in tribulation acknowledge Gods hand; yet 
becauſe they reckon ot him as a cruell Fr they ceaſe 


not through impatience to blaſpheme his holy name. But 
Dauid doth ſo acknowledge 8 vpon him- 


lelſe, that hee takes them as from the hand ot a wiſe God, 
and louing Father; and therefore reſts well pleaſed and 
patient whatſoeuer he doth, ſaying, I was » 1 opened 
wot my month, becauſethow, O Lord, didft it: Thou, I ſay; 
which, as thou art the Almightie God, ſo thou arr alſo 
wiſe, louing, and tender Father vnto mee. 

Euen ſo, if we, when we are caſt into the bed af ſorrow, 
and furnace of tribulation, would ſeriouſſy meditate vpon 
the wiſdome and loue of the great God (trom whoſe hand 
we ſay we take the — — we ſhould poſſeile 
- . our ſoules in patience. | 
A man chat is perſwaded of the loue and skill of a Phy- 
ſician or Chirurgeon, which is but a man like himſelte and 
may be falſe, ot deceiued; will put himſelſe into his han d 
moſtreadily, and be content to MN and ſearcd ot 
124 2 to 


bodily he w much more would wee bee patient 
in any tribulation, if we were thoroughly perſwaded, that 
our God (without whoſe prouidence one haire falls not 
from our head) did adminiſter theſe bitter things vnto 
in wonderfull wiſdome and great loue to our foules? This 
made David ſo patient, pſal. 119. 76. 1 tow O Lord ( faich 
hee) that thy indgements are right, and that thou in faithful - 
neſſe haſt afflited me. Therefore was he ſo quiet; and when 
his ſpirit began to laſh out in a kind of diſcontented hu. 
mour, becauſe Gods hand was vpon him ſo heauy and ſo 
long: marke how hee checks himſelfe, ſuj ing, Eſal. 4.11. 
Why art tbos caſt downe , O my ſoule, and why art tbos diſquie- 
ted within mee? Hope thou in God : for I ſhall yet praiſe hm. 
who is the bealth of my countenance and my God. Here note, I 
y you, what the ground of Dauidt patience in his cri. 
> 6489 yur his enemies reproched him, ſaying, #here 
is thy God? it was this, hee was fully perſwaded char God 
was his God, that is to ſay, his wiſe Guardian, his mightie 
Protector, his louing father, and that hee did all that hee 
did to him moſt wiſely, moſt louingly, with refpe& vnto 
the amendment of his life, and the ſaluation of his ſoule. 
Euen ſo, if we alſo would beleeue Gods Word, which tels 
vs, that God as oſten as hee ſuffers any tribulation to fall 
vpon vs; in wiſdome, loue, and faithfulneſſe cauſes vs to 
bee alflicted, we would be quiet vnder his mightie hand 
yea, wee would ſolace our ſbales wich the peaceable fruit 
of affliction in the end. This made Saint Pai ſay in the 
name of all belecuers , Rem. 5. 3. Wee glary in tribulations. | 
This made David ſay long before, Pſal. 94. 19. In the milti- 
tude of my ſorrowfull thoughts within mee, thy comforts d- 
light my ſuule, Where note, hee ſaith not, when my tribu- 
lations and ſorrowes are ouer, but euen in the middeſt of 
the multitude of them, I feele ſound ſpirituall comfort, be- 
dauſe Iknoy that thou art the onely wiſe God, and my 
1 mere 
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mereifull Sauidur and Redeemer, which bringeſt all theſe 
chings mee. Thou diddeſt cauſe | perſecute 
niee, and mine own ſonne Abſolonto riſe vp againſt mee 
Thou baddeſt Sbemei to curſe mee, and many others to te- 
roach and reuile me; Thow haſt often caſt mee vpon the 
bes of ſickneſſe; thou, I ſay, which att the only wife God; 
and my louiag Sauiour, didſt all theſe things; therefore I 
am ſo farre from fretting, chat I find comfort, euen hilęs I 5, more in the 
am exerciſed vnder thy hand. - treatife of faith, 
The like comfort will ariſe ynto any one of vs, in any 
trouble or tribulation, vpon the like conſideration ;; to 
wit, that God (who is che author of all affl ictions) ſends 
them vpon vs, in ſingular wiſdome and loue for our good: 
which that it may make the deeper impreſſion, I wil come 
to the third Meditation; which is, touching che ſpeciall 
ends for which God doth ſuffer tribulation to fall vpon vs. 
The ends are three. Firſt, Gods one glory. Secondly, The 
example of others. Thirdly, Our one ſpeciall/goodzypon 
which T will chiefly inſiſt. | 
Firſt, One way whereby God is ſaid to be glorified in 
his Saints, is when they patiently ſuffer tribulatiou tor his 
names fakes Thus did the. Martyrs gloriſie God, | whiiles 
they che erefu li ſuffered for the truch. O. Fe. 78 
The ſecond end, is che example of others. Therefore 
doth God bring ſtrong Chriſtiaus to bee tried by afflicti- 
ons, that they which are weake ( ſeeing their patience and

The third end is for our owtic good, and that foure 
way es.

Some think 
they are ſtrong, and that — can diſquiet them ʒ but 
when God laies his hand vpon them, they aretroubled a- 
boue meafure, Others thinke they haue no ſtrength, that 
they ſhall not bee able to ſtand in the euill day, and there- 
fore grow exceeding 1ad : But when they are brought to 
the liſts, they are found ſtronger then many which made

The ſecond benefit of tribulation is purging our ſouley, ©;

Eſay 27.7, Hub bee 
ſmote Iſrael, as be ſmote thoſe that [mote bim? Anſw. Verſe 91 
By thu ſhall the e of [acob bee purged, and thi ts all i 
fruit, to take away by ſorne, Here the Spirit declares the dif- 
ferent ends, for which God ſtrikes his children, and the 
wicked ; The wicked he ſtrikes to deſtroy them: His chil- 
dren hee ſtrikes too, but it is to purge away their finne; 
So e God ſayes of ſome of the 1ſraclites, Zach. 13. 9. 
I will refine them as filner , and will try them as gold. VVhen _ 
theſe mettalls are caſt into the fire, the droſſe onely is con- 
ſumed, they came out more pure. So Gods children, when 
they are caſt into the furnace of affliction, come out more 
pure.

Danid ſaith, Ii is good for mee that I 
ar bin afflited,that I might learn thy ſtatutet:vhy, but did 
not Dauid know Gods Sratures before ? Yes: but by aſ⸗ 
fliction hee was put in mind to walke the way of the Lord 
more diligently. Afliction made him more frequent and 
earneſt in prayer: Affliction made him put his truſt in 
God more confidently : Alfliction made him more watch» 
full ouer his owne wayes, and more carefull to keepe them 
in compaſſe which were committed to his charge: Af- 
fliction made him more compaſſionate towards. others. 
that were in any tribulation: Affliction made him more 
humble. In a word, by affliction, God did ſo frame and 
faſhion him that he made him a man after his owne heart;

aine, Rem. 9129. Whom God dia fore · nom, be alſo did prede- 
linate to be conformed 10 the image of his Sonne, that is, Not 
onely in regard ot holineſſe, bur alſo of tribulation: For 
the ſernant i not greater then the Lord, If they baue perſecuted 
mee,they will perſecmte you alſo, ſaith Chriſt, ſob.

Behold afflictions are the Lords Em - 
baſſadours, which hee ſends vnto vs for many gbod ends; 
wherefore if wee grudge and repine, if we mourne wich- 
out meaſure, and fret and chaſe at them, ſurely wee ſhall 
greatly prouoke the Lords indign ation againſt vs. 
Let vs therefore hearing theſe things, be perſwaded to 
be patient in all manner of tribulationʒthe rather, hecauſt 
God hath promiſed to bee with vs in all trouble, and to 
help vs to beare it, and in very good time to deliuet vs out 
of all our tribulation; This is the fourth Meditation. The 
firſt clauſe whereof; viz. That God will bee with vs, and 
helpe vs in trouble, may be proued: Firſt, By the promiſes 
out of Gods Word: Secondly, By examples, inſtances, and 
experience. The Scripture is ſull of promiſes of Gods 
comfortable preſence; I will cite onely that of Ea. 443.1. 
Thus ſaith the Lord, feare not, for ] baue redeemed these, and 
when thou paſſeſt through the waters I will bee with thee + when 
thou walkeit thromwgh the fire thou ſhalt not be burnt: For I am 
the Lord thy God, the Holy One of iſrael, thy Sanioxr. Feare 
wot, for I am with ther. Here, by fire and water we may vn» 
deritand all manner of tribulation into which Gods chil- 
dren fall: Ia all which the Lord promiſes to be wich them 
and how can they miſcarry with whom the Almightie 1s? 
But perhaps ſome wil ſay, This is indeed a large & graci- 
ous promiſe but it was made only to the people of Iſraci 
Anſw: Pant ipeaking to the Romans ; Which were Gen-: 
tiles, as well as wee, ſaith, Rem. 15. 4. Whatſoencr — 
ritten Aoretime, were writ ten for aur learnmg,that we i 
patience. and comfert of the Scripeure mig hi have bope. More 
playicly,Heb. 13.5. the Spirit teachetſi euery one to apply 
vnto himielfe that promiſe whicli was made 22 
Toſima, I wall not e thee:wherby it is fond 8 


hat iſe ſoeuer thou ſindeſt in all the Scripeure 
magen belecuer, chou (if thou belecueſt) haſt us good -* 
inteteſt in it,as he to whom it was made. Wherefore when 
chou falleſt into any tribulation, comfort thy ſelfe with _ 
the promiſe of Gods preſence; becauſe he ſaith, I will not 
leane thee, Neither hath God onely promiſed his preſence, 
but alſo «fforded it vnto his children. Eſay 63. 9. It is ſaid 
of Gods people, In all their affliction, he was af flicted, and the 
his preſence (aned them; In his lone and in his pittis 
hee bare them, and ms them all the 
es of old. More particularly, how often doth Dania ſay, 
_— WAS wick him in the needfull time of — 
and that he was his rock, his fortreſſe, his refuge, his ſtron 
helpe, that hee deliuered him out of all his troubles: an 
N.. 23. he makes this comfortable profeſſion , Thomgh 7 
walks through the valley of the ſhadow of death,1 will feare no o. 
will : for thou art with me. Not to multiply examples; how 
confidently doth Saint Paul ſay in the name of all belce-- 
uers,2 Cor. 1. 3,4. Bleſſed le God, euen the Father of our Lord 


ow Chriſt, the Father of mercies, and the God of all comfort,, 
comferteth vs in all our tribulation :. Againe, verſe 5, At 
the ſufferings of Chriſt abound in vs; ſo our conſolation alſo a« 
b. by Chrift. Ruffin lib. 1. cap. 36. brings an ex · 
vellent example of God prelence in affliction. One Theo« 
drm was, for the profeſiion of the Chriſtian Faith, wracs 


ked and tortured about two or three houres moſt cruelly 
yet neuertheleſſe that godly man was all the while ioyful, 
and cheerefully ſang Plalmes vnto God. After hee was let 
looſe, ſome of his friends asked him whether he felt no 
pony vpon the racke.: Hee ſaid, ſome ſmall paine he felt 

t there was with him a faire young man, zs hee ſeemed, 
who ſtill wiped thefwear from * face, and reſreſning him 
as it were with coole water, cauſed that hee felr leſſe paine 
then when he was let downe. All that are in e 
now adayes, doe not behold the preſence of the Lord, as 
Theoderws did; bur all that belecue are partakers of the 
Lords ſpirituall preſence, whereby he inables them to doe 
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or ſuffer any thing,according to that, PhiL4.23. 1 wal 
t dlc al things, thorough 147% — 
Vpon which word Bernerd wel notes, that man by Nature 


impotent, by Grace is made omniporent: verily, hee that 
hin. made able to doe or ſuffer any ng: For all 
things are pefſible to bim that beleeneth, Mar. 9.23. And no 
maruell; for Faith drawes whom the Lord of Life and 
Glory, and makes him preſent in euery place, in every af- 
flition, and how can there want comtort in his preſence, 
where is fulneſſe of ioy for euer ? It was the perſwaſion or 
ſpirituall fight ofthis preſence of the Lord,thathelpedthe 
Saints in all their tribulation, This made Moſes, wor frare 
the Kings wrath, Heb.11.27. Hee indured,as ſeeing bim who 1 
wnwuiſible. This ſupported David when hee was in his ene- 
mies Countrey, and his one men ſpake offtoning him. 
x Sam. 30. 6. What was it hut the preſence of the Lord, that 
ſtrengthened both the three chi before the fiery fur. 
nace, and Daniel in the Lions den ? This made Peter ſleep 
ſweetly in priſon the night before hee ſhould bee ſlaine, 
Add, 12. This made Stephen ſpeake boldly to his fierce ene- 
mies, Aft. y. This made Paui and Silas ſing Plalmes in pri- 
ſon at midnight, Ad, 16. This made many belecuery, 
which were tried by mockings, ſcourgings, andwrackingi 
deſpiſe the paine and the ſhame, Heb.14. In like manner, 
if wee could perſwade our ſelues that the Lord, according 
to his gracious promiſe, is with vs in all our tribulation, it 
would make vs quiet, and ſtrongly comfort vs. O the ioy 
of the Lords preſence, is able to bring mighty things to 
paſſe: what cannot he doe, and turne to our good; which 
called light out of darknes, & made all things of nothing 
if we would but giue glory to his Word, which fayes, Hee 
& with 4 and alwaies at hand to helpe vs in all 
our tribulation. Feare net, for ſam with tber, ſaich the Eſay . 
Lord to euery one that is in trouble. 

For the confirmation of this difficult point, That God is 
with them that are in tribulationz mark what Chriſt ſaith,

Chriſt by his Spirit doth comfort belecuers in tribulati- 
on, and make them patient: I anſwere, three wayes. Pirſt, 
The Spirit teacheth them to apply vnto themſelues, the 
precious promiſes of prefence and aſũ ſtance, as Eſay 43. 2. 
When thou paſſeſt through the mater, I will be with thee, p ſalm 
34-7. The Angel of the Lord emcampeth,ronnd about them 
that feare him. P ſa. 37. . Commit thy may unte the Lord, truſt 
alſo in him, aud be will bring it to paſſe; Thefe and many iſuch 
promiſes doth the Spirit teach beleeuers to apphy vnto 
their own ſoules, declaring alſo how God hath made good 
ſuch promiſes from time to time, to al that truſted in him 
. Secondly, Chriſt by his Spirit helps beloeuert in tribus 
lation, by powring into their hearts tlie gitts and graces ol 
the Spirit, hereby they are made patientzas namely; joy; 
epurage, patience, confidence, peace of oonſeience, the ſpi- 
ric of ſupplication ; yea, the Spirit helpes all nr inſirmitiet 
and makes interceſſion vnto God for vs, Rom. 8. 26. . 
Thirdly, The Spirit workes patienee in vs; By bearing 
witneſſe io our ſpirits that wee are the children of God; if cbil- 
dren, then beives, beires of God „ and iaynt beires with Chrift: 


ſo that if meejoffer with bins, we ſbalbalſe ba glorofrd tagetbers,

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Remig. 16. Theſe be ſtrong comſorts, able to make any 
man patient: wherefore,if we loue our ſoules, let vs now, 
whiles wee haue time get theſe comforts about vs, that 
when we fall into any tribulation wee may haue comfort 
at hand. They that are of abilitie will alwayes haue in a 
readineſſe hot waters, and cordialls againſt qualmes and 
ſudden fits. How much more ought we to be wiſe in pro- 
uiding againſt the qualmes of our ſoules,conlidering that 
wee are daily ſubiect to ſome tribulation ot — Newt 
the principall cordiall for the ſoule in all diſtreſſe, is the 
comfort of the Holy-ghoſt, which Chriff hath promiſed 
to all belecuers, Let all beleeuers therefore, ſoundly ſta 
their hearts in all tribulation vpon this Comforrter, which 
as hee is invincible in himſelſe, fo is heable ro ouercome 
all euill whatſoeuer to which we arc ſubiect. If chis Com- 
forter be with vs wee need not feare whar'befalls vs, whe- 
ther tribulation, or diſtreſſe, or perſecution, or famine; or 
nakedneſſe, or perill, or ſwordd in all theſe we ſhall be more 
then conquerors. Tea; we need not feare pouertie, reproch, 
ſickneſſe, deſolation, torment, death; this Comforter hach 
conſolation in ſtore, which will comfort vs in deſpightof 
all thefe euills in their greateſt extreamitie. nieht 
Nature and Art can worke onely by mtanes : But the 
Spirit,whieh is the Comforter of beleeuers in all tribula- 
tion, can work witlrmeanes, and without meanes, yea and 
againſt meanes: Pſal. 112 4. Vuto ube upright, there ariſeth 
li bi in darhzueſſe. | may adde ioy in ſorrow. peace in trou- 
ble abundance in want, life in death. i 


Vvhen any beleeuer is called out by God to be tried by 
tribulation, the Spirit forchwich either furniſues him wit 

ſufficient ſtrength; or abates the ſtrength of the aſfliction: 
as we fee in /oſeph, Moſer,che three children, he Prophery, 
Apoſtles, Martyrsin all ages. Let us th n deren theſe 
things out of the Word of Truth, labor daily to fin them 
verihcd in our ſelues, that we may be patient imtribulziõ.
